Y. Introduction. 


A. This is a supplemental report to the March 31 and April 29, 1994 responses to the Assistant fo 
the Secretary of Defense (Atomic Energy) request for a DOD-wide review of Human Radiation 
Experiments. 


B. This report identifies an additional 60 studies and provides missing information for studies previously 

reported. This brings the total to date of BUMED studies identified to 791. The vast majority are clinical 

research. Only 15 appear to be for military applications, ¢.g., improvement of diver decompression | 
schedules, surveys for bone changes in saturation divers, evaluation of skin decontamination techniques, 
evaluation of normal body fat ranges for racial or sexual bias in Navy physical fitness standards, etc, 


C. Information is sorted by activity in the same order as the March 31 and April 29 reports. Study : 
identification numbers are sequential beginning with the last number submitted in the March 31 and April 
29 reports. 


Il, Search. The following search activities have been completed since the last report: 


A. The literature search by author is now complete. Ninety-seven individuals were identified who 
may have performed research resulting in exposure to test subjects. They represent researcher scientists, 
authorized users of radioisotopes, senior radiologists, nuclear medicine physicians, radiation therapists, 
radiation physicists, radiation health officers and other individuals that may have been involved in 
research using radioisotopes. The list of individuals was compiled from memory of senior and retired 
officers, author lists of published papers, a list of active duty Navy radiologists from 1971 to 1994, 
authorized users listed on Nuclear Regulatory Licenses and names identified in other searches. ¢.g.. 

Defense Technical Information Center key word and abstract search, MEDICUS INDICUS rescarch 

reports search, Naval Medical Research Institute's technical report search and the manual search of Naval 

Radiological Defense Laboratory's archived records at the Federal Records Center. 


Manual searches of MEDICUS INDICUS were performed for individuals who were on active 
duty prior to 1966. (Computerized indexes only go back to 1964-66 time-frame.) A computerized search | 
utilizing MEDLINE was performed for publications by individuals on active duty aftcr about 1964. Titles, 
abstracts and articles were reviewed to identify human radiation experiments. Two professional 
librarians, a Licutenant junior grade and three petty officers conducted this search with guidance and 
oversight from a Navy Captain. 


B. The Nuclear Regulatory Commission's search of their license files to allow cross-checking 
against results from our other searches is still outstanding. 


III. Findings. The following up-dates abstracts identified in previous reports where information was 
unknown or titles of papers were know but the papers had not been reviewed. In addition, new titles 
identified in the author search, reported by activities, identified during the manual search at the national 
archives or other searches are abstracted. The abstracts are grouped by activity and numbered in the 
sequence found as was done in the two previous reports.
